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_ partsof this Kingdom, which they cannor paſſe 
by without due commendation, Tothe intent 
therefore that ſome ſpeedy courſe may be taken, 
for the ſpeedy getting in of the Arrears upon ei- 
ther of thEſe Acts, and that upon the latter of 
chele, the liberalitie of the well diſpoſed might 
not be obſcured, but made knowne according

and CofleQors'as you ſhall thinke convenient 
fer this ſervice and there ſtritly ro require them 
reſpectiel within a ſhort time after to bring in - 
an exa&' Accomprt of all fuch Pole amoney 'xs- 
hath beene re etved-in every feverall divifion 
and Precin& where any ColleQor for the ſame 
hath been appointed, and of all Contribution 
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or Loane money! 
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which you are toenter accordingly intheſeblank 
books,that ſo by the publiſhingtherof, right may 
bee done to every Pariſh,and withallco require 
them.to make known unto you, wharmoneys 
they have received by vertue of theſe Adts, . and 
what any of them have in. their hands , what 
they have paid, and to whom, and that they te- 
eurne up all ſuch arrears as they have 4ntheir 
bands inany kind, within fourteene dayes after 
this meeting and notice givenin ſuch ſort, as by 
-another order of this Houſe herewith ſear, they 
are dire&ted ; and thatthey give .notice of all 
ſuch as have refuſed topay in their Pole-money 
or payed lefſe than they ought, and to certifie 
theirnames unto you. Of all which you are 
required to take a particular accompt,and to cer- 
tifie the ſame, and Wirhall che names of all ſuch 
as ſhall bee negligent or refraory or diligent 
and induſtrious in this ſervice. by theſe agents, 
who are appointed weekly to give jadvertiſe- 
ments thereof unto this Houſe, or ſuch as are 
appointed by us, tothe intentthat thoſe that re. 
fule may be ſent for hicherto anſwer their neg- 
les, and thoſe that take paines either in wvri- 
ing, or receiving, and returning up of moneys, 
may be rewarded accordingly, of which chere

Andlaftly, whereas bythe Bill of foure hun- 
dred thoufand yr rſt payment of two 
hundred thouſand pounds 'ſhould-have beene 
aſſeſſed, levied and payd in bythe twentieth of 
July laſtpaſt, whereof many Counties have as 
yet returned up nothing , and molt very linle,

ners certifie by theſe Agents all your proceed- 
ings therein, that ſothe ſervice may not be re- 
rarded but expedited according tothe urgent ne. -
